In Battle for School Business 


Insurance Agents 


The Menlo Park District Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Agents last 
night fired its answering volley 
against representatives. of the 
“mutual” insurance companies who 
criticized the manner in which the 
association has been handling cov- 
erage for the Menlo Park Ele- 
mentary School district. 

In a 12-page report, prepared by 
David Ingram, the agents outlined 
the proposed insurance program 
for the schools and replied spe- 
cifically to a number of allegations 
made by Robert P. Bowen of Ath- 
erton, representing the “mutual” 
carriers. 

Ingram’s report denied accu- 
sations of careless or inefficient 
servicing, declaring that “The 
association has made annual re- 

ports to the Board of Trustees 
regarding their insurance pro- 
gram and during the entire 
period that the present servic- 
ing agent has handled the school 
line every effort ‘thas been made 
to assist school personnel in 
keeping informed and up-to-date 
on the matter of coverages and 
rates.” 

Ingram defended the district’s 
present program, which involves

Mrs. Russell Goodlive, M-A 
P-TA’s “Madame President,” re- 
sides at 1969 Palo Alto way and 
has, as her parent-teacher associ- 
ation requirement, a _ ‘teenager 
attending. Menlo-Atherton high 
school, Margaret, Goodlive, who 
will be ‘a senior this coming year. 

Aside from her P-TA activities, 
Mrs. _Goodlive is a member of 
Palo Alto, Rebekah lodge, where 
she has held office and a mem- 
ber of the Menlo Park Presbyter- 
jan church since 1932, where she 
has worked with both the Junior 
Hi and High School Fellowship 
groups. 

CHARTER MEMBER 

The new president was a chart- 
er member of her P-TA, and for 
a year and a half served as wel- 
fare chairman, organizing the stu- 
dent employment program, and 
last year was vice president of 
the P-TA, thus head of program 
arrangements for the meetings. 

M-A’s_ parent-teacher associa- 
tion was organized on January 3, 
1952, just four months after the 
school opened, and took its place 
in the national, as well as state, 
P-TA picture.

The general P-TA meetings, 
continues Mrs. Goodlive, have 
been planned to help the parents 
help their students by having a 
“Back to School” night in fall, at 
which time parents attend classes 
which their children attend, and 
instructors outline the coming 
year’s course of study. 

Panel discussions are another 
popular meeting “fare’—pboth stu- 
dents and parents bring in ques- 
tions regarding allowance, dating, 
driving of cars, hours to be in— 
and the panel answers. 
“COLLEGE NIGHT” 

“College Night” is an annual 
event, which holds great interest. 
Under the leadership of Peninah 
Spence, faculty member, admis- 
sion clerks from many colleges 
are contacted, and they spend the 
afternoon and evening at M-A. 

In the afternoon they meet 
with the upperclass students, giv- 
ing them an idea of various col- 
lege admission requirements, ex- 
penses, curriculum, and in the 
evening they meet, with ‘the par- 
ents to give them the same infor- 
mation. 

Socio-dramas at meetings | are 
another well-reeeived facet. Here, 
the drama department re-enacts 
a typical teenage situation, and 
this is followed by a panel, then 
audience discussion. 

At the high school level, em- 
phasizes Mrs. Goodlive, the P-TA 
aims to work with the students— 
for instance, the employment pro- 
gram, whereby students interest- 
ed fill out applications at school.

sided. 

After this, a notice was given to 
local papers, and signs were made 
and placed in various business 
houses. As calls come in from 
prospective employers, the latter 
are given the names of four or 
five students in the nearby area, 
and the employer-to-be in turn 
contacts the students. 

As with other P-TA’s, Menlo- 
Atherton holds its annual Found- 
ers Day, when a parent-teacher 
life membership is bestowed upon 
an outstanding youth worker in 
the community, M-A P-TA has 
so far given two of these, one to 
Mrs. Don Emerson Hall, wife of 
the Presbyterian minister, and 
the other to Mrs.. Eleanor Kellum, 
dean of girls at MAHS. 

Next general meeting for the 
P-TA is scheduled for the first 
Thursday (meeting date) of Octo- 
ber, and will take the form of 
“Back to School” night. 

Not only for this shortened 
“school day,” but for many things, 
Mrs. Goodlive notes that the high 
school faculty is always most co- 
operative, and continually aids 
the parents in all their activities.
